Omaha is one of the greatest Thoroughbreds produced in America in the last decade. 
As a 2-year-old he was started nine times, won one race, and was four times second, earn- 
ing $3,850. His seconds included the Sanford Stakes, Champagne Stakes, and Junior Cham- 
pion Stakes. Although not a stakes winner at two, Omaha was regarded as an outstanding 
juvenile. In all his races he finished strong, showing a liking for a distance, and he was 
recognized as a colt with great potentialities. 


At three, Omaha became the outstanding horse of the year. He won the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness, Belmont, Dwyer, Classic Stakes (in which he set a new track record of 2:0124), 
was second in the Withers Stakes, third in Wood Memorial Stakes, and the Brooklyn Handi- | 
cap (to Discovery and King Saxon). He was never unplaced in nine starts at three, and 
earned $142,255. | 


Omaha was sent to England as a 4-year-old, with the Ascot Gold Cup as his major 
objective. He won the Victor Wild Stakes (1! miles under 129 pounds), and the Queen’s 
Plate (two miles under 130) in preparation for the Gold Cup race. In the latter race he 
was beaten a nose by Quashed, and was also second in the Prince of Wales’ Stakes. Omaha 
was to have made a second attempt in the Gold Cup this year, but a slight training difficulty } 
caused him to be declared out of the race. In three years of racing Omaha started 22 times, 
was nine times first, seven times second, two times third, and earned a total of $154,755. 


Flambino was a stakes winner (Gazelle Stakes), and also produced the winners McDon- 
ald H., Flamborough, Fleam (Acorn Stakes, New Hampshire, Continental Handicaps, placed 
in eight other stakes), and Flares, a full brother to Omaha and winner of Newmarket, Bur- 
well, Princess of Wales, Dullingham, Lowther, Champion Stakes, Ormonde Plate. These are 
her first five foals. The second dam *Flambette won Latonia Oaks, Coaching Club American 
Oaks, and is dam of the stakes winners Flaming (Woodbine Autumn Handicap, Garden City 
Claiming Stakes in America, Imperial Cup, Lancashire Hurdle Handicap in England), and 
Cycle (Baltimore Spring, Paumonok Handicaps). She also produced La France, dam of 
the Selima Stakes winner Jacola.

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Painful Progress 

EVERAL times this year THE BLOOD-HORSE 

has pointed out that race tracks in America 
are in the midst of a new prosperity and are 
quite reluctant to share that prosperity with 
the owners of racing stables and with those who 
are dependent upon owners for their salaries. 

There has been some increase in distribution 
this year, but it is not in keeping with the sup- 
posed prosperity of racing associations and the 
fortunes of the Turf in general. Some of the 
tracks which have let it be freely publicized that 
their 1937 meetings were very successful have 
actually distributed less money in stakes and 
purses this year than in 1936. Of course, their 
budgets for this year were made up on the basis 
of previous meetings, and not with the advice 
of a soothsayer who could have predicted their 
1937 prosperity. But the fact remains that they 
spent less money this year to make more money 
than in 1936. In a situation of this sort, owners 
of racing stables should look rather confidently 
toward the 1988 season, with the expectation 
that distribution will be raised in keeping with 
the eainings of the tracks. 

In its issue of June 12 and August 7, THE 
BLOOD-HORSE published tables in which the 1937 
distribution of a number of leading meetings in 
the United States was compared with that for 
the previous year. Since the last publication of 
such statistics, the following are available:

The tracks listed above have increased their 
aggregate average daily distribution by less than 
4 per cent over 1936, despite the fact that several 
of them have made increases of more than 10 
per cent. The average daily distribution of all 
the meetings listed above and those listed pre- 
viously is 6.6 per cent higher than that of the 
corresponding meetings in 1936. We do not be- 
lieve that horsemen should feel unduly grateful 
for such small favors. The average Thorough- 
bred which raced in North America in 1935 
earned about $1,210; in 1986 he earned about 
$1,280. In 1926 the average racer earned about 
$1,935. Tcday the iace tracks are showing no 
disposition to return to the standards of 10 to 
15 years ago, as far as distribution goes—-though 
there is nothing to indicate that they have not 
already returned to such standards as far as 
earnings are concerned. 


The last five years have seen a drastic revision 
of the economics of the Turf. A vastly greater 
amount of money is being turned over in con- 
nection with racing, more people are partici- 
pating than ever before, more people are going 
to the tracks, more taxes are being paid, more 
expenses are being saddled upon the racing asso- 
ciations. More money is being paid out every- 
where except to owners. It is against the owner 
that the assessment has been made for every 
so-called improvement of this period.

A Trainers Diawy - - 


By VENTURE ALL 

CTOBER 11. Everything in the stable ex- 
cept Merry and Steve are through racing for 
the season, and I am only giving them enough 
exercise to keep them content to be stabled, and 
keep them eating. Weather is clear and cold, 
and the horses are all putting on heavy coats 
of hair against it. The barns are very cold, having 
been designed for summer occupancy, and it is 
necessary to keep the doors closed against the 
high winds that blow most of the time from one 
side or the other. Devil, Mabyn, and King gal- 
loped, the latter two miles in one gallop. The 
other three, Steve, Kitty, and Merry walked. 


OCTOBER 12. Devil, Mabyn, Steve, and Kitty gal- 
loped, and King and Merry walked. 


OCTOBER 13. Mabyn, Steve, and Kitty galloped 
one mile and the others walked. An extra maiden 
race came up for Merry, so entered her for to- 
morrow. 


OCTOBER 14. Devil and Mabyn galloped, the 
latter two miles. Steve breezed three furlongs 
in :392;5, which was his first work since he bucked 
his shins in his race on September 21. He worked 
willingly, and could have gone faster, had I wished 
it. Merry galloped two miles with pony. 

Merry was very quiet in the paddock today, 
and behaved well at the gate, but failed to ex- 
tend herself at all in her race. Will therefore 
lay her by for this season. 


OCTOBER 15. Devil and Steve galloped a mile, 
and Mabyn, after a mile gallop, breezed three- 
eighths mile in :37°%5 hard held. This is her 
first work since she was injured some weeks ago. 
Her ankle now seems normal. Kitty, King, and 
Merry walked. 


OCTOBER 15. Devil and King galloped two miles, 
and Kitty once around. Steve did a half-mile in 
:53 breezing. Mabyn and Merry walked. 


OCTOBER 17. Merry galloped with pony, and 
Devil and Mabyn galloped two miles in one gal- 
lop. King also galloped once around. Steve and 
Kitty walked. I trimmed all the manes and fet- 
locks again this morning. Kitty’s nose is running, 
as she has taken cold from the drafts through 
the barn, and I had her throat rubbed with O. P. K. 
Liniment, put some Vicks salve in her nose, and 
ordered cough remedy to be given twice a day 
until she is over the cold. 


Cooling Out 


P. H. wants to know how to cool out a horse. 

e When a horse is galloped, worked, or raced, 
his muscular activity naturally produces heat. 
How warm the horse may become depends upon 
many things, such as the temperature of the air, 
how fast he has worked, how far he has worked 
or run, how fit his physical condition is, and how 
nervous he may be. Generally a horse in average 
condition does not get very warm from a common 
gallop of a mile, if weather is not oppressively 
hot, or if there has not been a big climb in tem- 
perature from low temperatures. Often horses 
come back from a mild gallop “without turning 
a hair,” as race track parlance has it, meaning 
that the horse has not got warm enough to sweat 
anywhere. After hard work on a warm day, a 
horse is usually wet with sweat pretty much all

over. After a race, he may be hot enough not 


only to sweat until wet, but may be pretty well 
lathered on the neck, sides, and between the legs. 

Many trainers are likely to allow their hostlers 
to give their charges a bath when they come 
back from the track, if at all warm, as they are 
more quickly cooled in this manner, and do not 
require so much application of the old “elbow- 
grease."’ Personally, I do not give baths unless 
the horse is very hot, or dirty from track dust or 
mud. 

The usual routine in my stable is, when a horse 
returns from the track, he goes into his stall to 
be unsaddled, unless the weather is more com- 
fortable out of doors either in the sun, or in the 
shade, as the weather conditions dictate. In the 
spring and fall the sunshine is the place, and in 
mid-summer, in the shade, of course, but never 
stand a hot horse in a draft. 

When saddle and bridle are taken off, his 
halter is put on, and a shank is put on the halter, 
which is held by his exercise boy, if he is to be 
rubbed-out out-of-doors. If in the stall, he is 
tied up with a hitch-rein always attached to the 
stall wall for the purpose. Now the rubber gives 
the horse a few swallows of water, if he has 
worked, and then takes a big wool sponge that 
has been dipped in tepid water (to which has 


been added a few drops of some disinfectant), 
and sponges first the horse’s head around the 
ears, eyes, nostrils, and mouth. Usually he will

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sciceze some water into the horse’s mouth to 
wash it out. He then sponges the back of the 
j301se Where the saddle sat, and around the girth 
anc between the fore legs, after which he sponges 
between the hind legs, under the tail, and the 
hocks. He is now ready to take his rub-rag (made 
from a linen salt-sack) and vigorously rub the 
horse all over, until most or all of the damp or 
wet spots disappear. The horse it now ready to 
cover up and walk around the shed until cool. 
What is used to cover him depends upon how 
hot he is and what the temperature of the atmos- 
phere is, and whether or not there is any wind. 


If the horse is quite warm, and weather is cold, 
a heavy blanket covering the horse from head 


to tail, and wrapped closely around him with a 
circingle is used. If not so cold, and only mildly 
warm, the horse may use only a lindsay; with or 
without a circingle. If weather is quite hot, he 
may need only a sheet, or perhaps just a fly-net. 
In extremely warm weather, when the horse is 
not very warm, he can walk without covering. 

When a horse has been worked or run, he 
should not be kept standing too long before start- 
ing to walk, and should be walked rapidly for 
about the first 10 or 15 minutes, and gradually 
slowed down until he is walking very slowly. A 
bucket of fresh water must be provided, and the 
horse given a few swallows of the water at short 
intervals while walking, so that by the time he 
has cooled, he refuses any more water. This is 
what we call being ‘watered-off.’"’ Some horses 
will drink two buckets or more of water after 
hard work or racing, but in general, one bucket or 
less is required. 

As the horse walks and cools, unless the weather 
is very cold, the circingle can be taken off, and 
the strings at the front of the cover be untied, 
and usually a lighter covering is used to replace 
the heavy cover he began walking with, in 15 or 
20 minutes. In moderate weather, a horse that 
has only galloped will usually cool in around a 
half-hour, some in less time. A horse usually 
requires an hour, and often longer, to cool out 
after a race. It is not safe to depend upon time 
alone, however, and the trainer should run his 
hands over the horse, especially on the breast, 
over the loins, and under the belly to determine 
when he is cool. When he is entirely dry, and 
feels only normally warm to the hands, he is ready 
to go into his stall, if he is “watered-off’’ by then, 
and if not, he should be walked until ‘watered- 
off.”’ 

If a horse is given a bath, most of the water 
is removed from his coat with a scraper, after 
which a sponge is used to take up any moisture 
that can be gathered, and then he is rubbed with 
a rub-rag, but not until dry. He is blanketed, 
and allowed to dry walking. It is also well in 
most cases, after the horse has been bathed, or 
if he was very hot and not bathed, to rub him out 
a second time after he has walked 20 minutes. 
This hurries cooling, and is quite necessary. 

Horses not properly cooled are likely to take 
cold and become stiff, especially across the loins, 
and the kidneys are also often affected. If a hot 
horse is allowed to be watered too rapidly, he 
may be water-foundered. Founder is a very 
serious malady. 

When you remember that every horse in the 
barn not only has to be given his daily exercise, 
but must also be cooled out, it is easy to see 
that the exercise boys earn their mid-day naps, 
and if the trainer is home late to lunch, he has 
ample excuse, and won’t get any nap.

son. The grey filly Miyako which beat Merry 
Lassie at Empire City, has been a very useful 
racer for him, but the form disclosed by Count 
Stone when he won the Manhattan Handicap 
proved conclusively the years have not robbed 
Steve Lawlor of his skill in his profession. 

Steve Lawlor has been around a long time. 
More than 50 years ago he was a race rider of 
ame under the name of Steve Charleston. It 
was 50 years ago that Steve Lawor trained his 
first winner. It was a 3-year-old chestnut colt 
named Georgie C. and he was named after his 
owner's son, his owner being none other than the 
redoubtable Mike Clancy, a contractor with a 
flair for owning race horses. I recall Mike Clancy 
owning Maximo Gomez just before the Spanish 
American War. Later he had St. Finnan and 
many another winner. At one time he became in- 
volved in a selling race war with Sam Hildreth 
and it was to cover up Gold Heels that Hildreth 
ran the son of The Bard in the name of Dave 
Sloan. Sloan later sold the horse to “Diamond 
Jim” Brady and when Hildreth came around to 
collect, Sloan gave Sam the “Bronx Cheer’’— but 
that is another story. 

Georgie C. was a son of *Fechter out of Wis- 
sahickon, bay mare foaled in 1876, by *Leaming- 
ton out of Sarong, therefore a full sister to the 
first winner of the Kentucky Derby, Aristides. 
As her name denotes, Wissahickon was bred at 
the Erdenheim Stud, where Andrew Jackson 
Joyner now holds forth as general factotum for 
George D. Widener. The Wissahickon is a creek 
that flows through Erdenheim and on its banks 
are buried *Leamington, Maggie B. B., and the 
great trotting mare Flora Temple. 

Steve Lawlor not only trained Georgie C. but 
rode him when he won his first race with Lawlor 
as a trainer. This was at Clifton, N. J., Wednes- 
day, September 21, 1887. It was a purse of $200, 
with $50 to second, a seller for 3-year-olds, six 
furlongs. Georgie C., under 113 pounds and rid- 
den by “Charleston” (Steve Lawlor), entered to 
be sold for $1,000, won by a length from Kink 
(110), Meagher up, with Elrock (106), ridden by 
Hollis, third, a length back, eight others in the 
beaten field, time 1:20. 

According to Steve Lawlor, the best horse he 
ever trained was Trojan, winner of the Futurity 
of 1914, at Saratoga, with Charlie Burlingame up, 
Kaskaskia was second and Harry Junior third. 
The value was $16,010, the time 1:1645 over a 
muddy track. Trojan, a son of Sir Wilfred and 
that good mare Bohemia, by *Wagner, was bred 
by Henry T. Oxnard at the Blue Ridge Stud in 
Virginia, where Admiral Cary T. Grayson is now 
entrenched. But he won in the copper and cardi- 
nal of that lovable character the late James F. 
(Quincy) Johnson, as fine a sportsman as ever 
owned a horse. The Johnson horses went to 
“Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons shortly after and it 
was while training these horses, among which 
were Copper Demon, Captain Alcock, and Play- 
fellow, that Jim Fitzsimmons made his first great 
surge upward on the ladder of success. 

Now, strangely enough, Trojan never won an-

other race, but Steve Lawlor swears he should 
have beaten Regret in the Hopeful that year, a 
race in which Trojan finished unplaced, due 
wholly to an incompetent ride, Lawlor asserts. 

Lawlor is certain his best mare was Belle 
Strome, a daughter of *Ben Strome and The 
Humber, therefore a full sister to Eugenia Burch, 
a frequent stakes winner in the colors of Mrs. 
Curtis and later the dam of Cudgel. Belle 
Strome was foaled in 1902 and was bred by 
General Carson at Dixiana. She won her first 
race at Morris Park on Friday, May 13, 1904, for 
maiden 2-year-old fillies and geldings. Ridden by 
Higgins and carrying 105 pounds, Belle Strome 
was at the luscious odds of 100-1, but down she 
came six lengths in front of Captain Sam S. 
Brown’s Wayward Lass, with Highborn Lass 
third, 11 others in the beaten field, including James 
R. Keene’s Veto. 


And in the very next race, for maiden 2-year- 
old colts, Steve Lawlor also saddled the winner 
Invader, with Higgins up. He paid 12-1 and won 
by four lengths from Tommy Waddell, with Ele- 
gant third, 15 others in the beaten field, including 
Red Friar, Bank, Migraine, and Britisher. The 
winner was a chestnut colt by *Esher out of 
Feiseen. Both of these winners carried the silks of 


the National Stable, which I think was the nom 
de course of James F. Johnson. 

Steve Lawlor is at least original in his opinion 
that Salvator was the best horse he ever saw. 
He claims the son of *Prince Charlie and Saliz.a, 
trained by Matt Byrnes, should never have been 
beaten, and that he should never have been started 
in the Omnibus Stakes at three, in which ae 
finished third to Longstreet and Proctor Knott, 
for the reason he was scouring badly prior to the 
race and it was against Byrnes’ wishes he ran. 

He is not exactly certain in his own mind as 
to which was the best mare he ever saw, dividing 
his admiration between Miss Woodford and 
Firenze. The latter was also in the Haggin stable 
and trained by Matt Byrnes, and according to 
Lawlor she was a bit on the small side but couid 
stay forever.

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PEDIGREE POINTS - 
reigh Count 


HE steady rise of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 

Reigh Count on the sire list is enough to 
serve notice on breeders that here is a horse to 
be reckoned with in making out the pedigrees 
of future race horses. The son of *Sunreigh and 
Contessina now is fifth on the sire list for this 
year, With only first monies considered. The first 
monies won by his get this year amount to more 
than the total monies for any previous year. In 
i933, when his first foals were 2-year-olds, Reigh 
Count’s get won $12,035 (total monies); in 1934, 
$54,120; in 1935, $98,504; in 1936, $129,060; and 
in 1987 they will probably be credited with more 
than $175,000. 

Reigh Count is credited with the winners of a 
greater number of races than any other sire in 
America this year, though he has had only five 
crops to reach racing age. Among his 52 winners 
in 19837 are seven which have won stakes this 
year. Now Reigh Count has had only 10 stakes 
winners in all, so it follows that all but three of 
them are still winning stakes this year. The other 
three are Contessa and Lady Reigh, which have 
been retired to the stud, and Ima Count, which 
though not a 1937 stakes winner, has won seven 
races this year. 

This durability on the part of Reigh Count’s 
best horses is also shared by his other winners. 
His 67 winners have averaged better than six wins 
apiece. He has had, in five crops, 112 foals, of 
which 35 won as 2-year-olds. He has had 89 foals 
which, if all lived, would be 3-year-olds or older; 
and 44 of these won at three. Thirty-five out of 
68 won at four; 18 out of 44 won at five; and seven 
out of 19 won at six. The following table sum- 
marizes briefly the record of Reigh Count’s get:

Sixty per cent of Reigh Count’s foals have won, 
even when the present crop of 2-year-olds is in- 
cluded; if the 2-year-olds are omitted from con- 
sideration, the winners constitute 65 per cent of 
the total, which is very good. The stakes winners, 
if the 2-year-olds are omitted, constitute 11 per 
cent of the total, or about one stakes winner to 
nine foals. 

Obviously the Reigh Counts are a hardy tribe 
and need time to reach their best form. The fact 
that a larger percentage of them win at three, 
at four, at five, and at six than at two is proof 
enough of what durable and what capable racing 
machines they are. 

Four stakes winners were in Reigh Count’s 
first crop of foais, Contessa, Ima Count, Lady 
Reigh (an outstanding filly at three), Our Count. 
In the second crop were Conte and Count Arthur; 
in the third, Count Morse and Count Stone; in 
the fourth Grey Count and Rudie. 

The get of Reigh Count are distinguished by 
the fact that they are stayers with enough class 
to show up well in competition with sprinters. 
Their record suggests that if American racing 
were properly provided with more long races the 
Reigh Counts would be even more successful. 
Count Arthur, the leading money winner among 
the get of Reigh Count, has never won a stakes

race as short as a mile. At three he won the 
1%4-mile Saratoga Cup and the 1!2-mile Man- 
hattan Handicap. At four he won the two-mile 
Jockey Club Gold Cup, and at five this year he 
repeated his Saratoga Cup victory. He was 
second in the Lawrence Realization (15, miles) 
at three, and in the Manhattan Handicap at four. 
These performances were in addition to numerous 
other wins and placings in important races, all at 
what American Turf writers call “a distance.” 
In lesser degree Our Count, son of Reigh Count 
and his famous stablemate Anita Peabody, has 
the same sort of excellence. Our Count, one of 
his sire’s first crop of foals, has won nine stakes 
races, all at distances greater than a mile, though 
none were longer than nine furlongs. The first 
stakes event won by Count Stone was the 1!.- 
mile Manhattan Handicap. All the stakes in 
which Count Morse has placed were at distances 
greater than a mile, with one exception. 


Transmute 


HOMAS PIATT’S Transmute, handsome son 

of Broomstick and *Traverse, by Tracery, 
second dam Perverse, by *Meddler, is in a fair 
way to gain a place on the list of leading sires 
this year. This is the fourth successive year in 
which the get of Transmute have won more than 
a hundred races. 

Transmute has sent nine crops to the races, 
162 registered fcals in all. Ninety-six of them, 
or 59 per cent, are winners, including 63 2-year- 
old winners. This year he has 13 juvenile win- 
ners, including the stakes winner Bunny Baby. 
He is also sire of the stakes winners Erin, Com- 
muter, A La Carte, Transmutable, and Golden- 
eye. Transmute’s get, like Reigh Count’s, are 
made of solid stuff. Out of 95 which have reached 
the age of five years, there are no fewer than 21 
which have won in at least four seasons each. 
Among these is the 9-year-old Whipper Cracker, 
which won one race at two, four at three, six 
at four, two at five, 10 at six, five at seven, five 
(including a dead heat) at eight, and five this 
year at nine—a total of 38 races to date. 


Islam 


N the fall of 1930 Jack Howard brought Green- 

ock, a good stakes-winning son of The Porter, 
to his Rookwood Farm just outside Lexington, 
advertised him, “hustled’’ mares for him, gave 
away seasons. Greenock’s first crop consisted of 
11 foals, and nine of them turned out to be win- 
ners. There were 18 winners in the next crop, of 
24 foals; 19 winners in the third crop, of 24 foals. 
Greenock looked so good that R. B. George, of 
Dallas, Texas, made Howard a good offer, bought 
the horse, and took him to Texas, and he stands 
now at Mr. George’s Glad Acres Farm, near 
Dallas. 

In the fall of 1934 Howard had another stakes- 
winning son of The Porter at Rookwood Farm. 
This was Islam, a tough little fellow which had 
raced in seven seasons, won in each of them, col- 
lecting a total of 19 wins, 20 seconds, 21 thirds, 
including first money in the Miami Jockey Club 
Handicap. Islam had arrived at the farm late in 
the spring of that year, had covered the mare 
Sweet Scent, a daughter of Bunting. Howard 
advertised Islam, invited patronage from ‘anyone 
foolish enough to take a chance,”’ gave away sea- 
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sons, pointed out the success of Greenock, and 
did what he could to inveigle support for what 
was probably the smallest Thoroughbred stallion 
in Fayette County. 

In the spring of 1935 Sweet Scent produced a 
colt by Islam. Nothing was heard of this young- 
ster until a few weeks ago when he won his first 
start, under the name of Isaroma. He won his 
next start, ana the next. In his third victory, 
scored last week, he walked in first by seven 
lengths. Now it looks as if Islam’s book will be 
full very shortly. I hear that Col. E. R. Bradley 
put in a hurry call for three seasons after he had 
taken a look at Isaroma. 

Last week I saw three Islam yearlings at Rook- 
wood, two fillies and a colt. They are fair-sized, 
well made individuals, straight and clean, and all 
have shown speed in their trials over the Rook- 
wood fields. Several breeders who have Islam 
yearlings report that they are outstanding indi- 
viduals. 

Islam is by The Porter out of Dream of Allah 
(dam of Time Maker and three other winners), 
by the unbeaten Colin out of Garden of Allah, by 
*Star Shoot. Garden of Allah is grandam of Rose- 
mont, which was sired by The Porter. 

Mr. Howard, who is one of America’s most 
versatile horsemen, having excelled as jockey, 
trainer, owner, and breeder, is now promoting, 
besides Islam, two other young horses, Charley O. 
(Mike Hall's brother, owned by J. H. Wilson of 
Chicago) and Michigan Boy. Considering his rec- 
ord with Greenock and Islam, breeders are likely 
to take special interest in anything the master 
of Rookwood has to offer from now on. 


LEADING SIRES, 1937 


HE recent victories of War Admiral in Mary- 

land again brought Man o’ War up within 
$15,000 of The Porter's total on the list of lead- 
ing sires for 1937, but since War Admiral has 
now been retired for the season, The Porter, 22- 
year-old son of Sweep, appears likely to hold his 
lead through the remaining eight weeks of the 
year. The following figures include first monies 
only and account for all racing on recognized 


tracks in North America through Saturday, 
November 6.

MARYLAND 

PIMLICO AND BOWIE 

URING the current week, the last racing 01 

the regular northern season moves from Pim 
lico, takes up its last stand at Bowie, where 
16-day meeting opens November 12. The Pim 
lico venture, a 10-day affair, has been very well 
supported, with about 22,000 persons out on No- 
vember 6, when the feature was the running of 
the Pimlico Futurity. With anything like fair 
weather on Armistice Day, the meeting should be 
a rousing success. Through Saturday, Novembe: 
6, the mutuel turnover had averaged about $390,- 
600 daily. 

But while the financial aspects of the Pimlico 
meeting are not yet a matter of record, there can 
be no question of the quality of the sport there. 
In the Pimlico Special War Admiral turned in his 
last race of the year. The Riddle star had got 
such a hold of the public imagination that win- 
ning by but two lengths, in near-record time, 
giving away 28 pounds, was considered a disap- 
pointing effort. Two new juvenile stars developed 
there, the Kilmer pair of Sun Alexandria and 
Nedayr, the latter now one of the leading money 
winners of his age. Esposa, one of the best mares 
now racing, also saw action, took the Lady Balti- 
more Handicap. Jacola, leading money-winning 
2-year-old filly, was out, ran second in the Pim- 
lico Futurity. Seabiscuit carried 130 pounds to 
victory in the Riggs Handicap, setting a new track 
record, passed the $200,000 mark in earnings. 
Menow and Tiger were not seen; with these ex- 
ceptions, Pimlico’s patrons got a look at the 
leaders of all divisions. 

The waning days of the meeting have a total 
of four stakes. On November 8 steeplechasers got 
their last chance at a stakes event in the Manly 
Steeplechase Handicap. On the following day 2- 
year-olds were to contest the Sagamore Handicap, 
Airegla, Autumnquest, Redbreast, Evening Shad- 
ow, Chaps, Pit Bull, Merry Lassie, Dauber, and 
others being among the entries. On Wednesday 
sprinters will have the Ritchie Handicap, in which 
Chicolorado, Preeminent, High Fleet, Infantry, 
Clingendaal, Speed to Spare, Rough Time, Black 
Look, Bottle Cap, and others are eligible. On 
closing day, November 11, the Bowie Handicap, 
with $10,000 added, may again draw Seabiscuit 
into action. Other eligibles are Challephen, Calu- 
met Dick, Count Morse, Strabo, Firethorn, Jean 
Bart, Aneroid, Burning Star, Dellor, Rex Flag, 
Esposa. 

Bowie will not have a stakes on opening day, 
the $1,500 added Lynch Memorial Handicap, run 
as an overnight event, being the feature. On the 
first Saturday, November 13, the Prince Georges 
Autumn Handicap, with $2,500 added, open to all 
ages, at 1 1-16 miles, will be offered. Three other 
stakes, ranging from $5,000 to $7,500 added, will 
be run during the Bowie meeting. 

NEDAYR’S WALDEN HANDICAP 

Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Sun Alexandria was 
a considerable upset when he won the Spalding 
Lowe Jenkins Handicap on October 30. Sun 
Alexandria, an entry to the Walden Handicap 
($7,500 added, 2-year-olds, 1 1-16 miles), was 
scratched from the race, leaving his stablemate, 
Nedayr (112), to carry the Kilmer silks on No- 
vember 2. So Nedayr went out at 15 to 1, with 
Eddie Arcaro in the saddle, to spring the second 
Kilmer surprise in four days. He was forced wide 
entering the back stretch, but gained gradually 
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Morgan Pneto

CLOSE CALL FOR THE CHAMPION 

The 1937 racing season, now rapidly nearing 
its close, has seen a wealth of unexpected vic- 
tories and unexpected defeats. But the major 
upset of the season just failed to happen at 
Laurel Park November 3, when War Admiral, 
helped just a little by fortune when it seemed 
his own stout legs were unequal to the task, drove 
finally to victory in the Pimlico Special ($7,500 
added, 3-year-olds, 1 3-16 miles). 

A son of Pompey had taken War Admiral to 
the wire in the Preakness in the closest finish 
the Man o’ War colt had had this year, and it 
was another son of Pompey which threatened 
him at Pimlico. This was the rather obscure 
Masked General (100), owned by Brandywine 
Stable (Donald P. Ross), which, making the 
most of his 28-pound pull in the weights, led the 
champion for more than a mile, then lost his 
chance for victory by bolting out in the stretch. 

War Admiral had given his supporters a few

money-winning mare in active train- 
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bad seconds in the Washington Handicap, when 
he seemed to lose his stride on the first turn. 
But he recovered rapidly, bounded away to win in 
his usual almost effortless manner. In the Pimlico 
Special, under 128 pounds, he failed to leave the 
barrier with his usual speed. He raced in close 
quarters to the first turn, between Millsdale 
Stable’s Bottle Cap (107) and Mrs. Emil Dene- 
mark’s War Minstrel (109), and for the first time 
this year found horses ahead of him after going 
a quarter-mile. (The first quarter was run in 
:22°,.) On the back stretch Ralph Eccard be- 
gan driving Masked General forward, and the 
Pompey gelding went out to lead by two lengths. 
War Admiral began to drop back on the back 
stretch, but Kurtsinger placed him under punish- 
ment and the brown colt went back into the 
battle. 


Pimlico has a rather short stretch, of some 300 
yards. Into it turned Masked General, two lengths 
in front, with War Admiral behind him just 
shaking off War Minstrel. Here the leader bolted 
out, and Kurtsinger, driving hard, sent War 
Admiral to the inside and into the lead. Masked 
General recovered and drove gamely to the finish, 
but War Admiral, under intermittent urging, 
kept cn to win by a length and a half. Masked 
General was an easy second, finishing four lengths 
in front of War Minstrel, which barely saved 
third place by a nose from Bottle Cap. There 
were no other starters. War Admiral, at 1 to 20, 
was the shortest-priced favorite of the year. But 
though he won. and though he might have won 
without Masked General's misfortune, he did not 
give, as he has previously given this season, the 
impression of being unmatchable. After the race 
Kurtsinger said that the horse had never fallen 
into his usual stride, hadn't “acted right.”’ After 
the race Owner Samuel D. Riddle, accepting the 
trophy for the Special, announced that War 
Admiral was retired for the year, that Trainer 
George Conway would take a vacation of two 
months.

War Admiral, never unplaced, has now started 
14 times, won 11 races, finished second twice, 
third once, and has earned $181,300. Victory in 
the Pimlico Special took him past Reigh Count 
in the list of American money winners, left him 
in twenty-seventh position on that list. This year 
he has won all of his eight starts, has earned 
$166,500, is leading money-winning 3-year-old, is 
the first undefeated 3-year-old champion since 
Bubbling Over, which started only three times. 
(Bold Venture won all of his three starts at three, 
shared the year's honors with Granville.) He has 
earned more money in a single season than any 
horse in America since 1931, when both the 2- 
year-old Top Flight and the 3-year-old Twenty 
Grand surpassed his total. Particulars of his pedi- 
gree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of May 15, 
page 704. 


SEABISCUIT LEADS THE FIELD 

At the beginning of the current year, Charles 
S. Howard’s Seabiscuit was not included on the 
list of American money winners published by the 
American Racing Manual, since that list now in- 
cludes only horses which have won $50,000 or 
more. But his second in the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap placed him in that favored group. By mid- 
season he had reached that picked band which 
has won as much as $100,000. Steadily he moved 
forward on the list. When he won the Continental 
Handicap at Jamaica October 12 he became the 
leading money winner of the year. A dead heat 
in the Laurel Stakes four days later lacked a 
little of putting him into the group of winners of 
$200,000. Then a fall flurry of three victories 
took War Admiral again to the top among 1937 
money winners. But at Pimlico November 5, in 
the Riggs Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1 3-16 miles), Seabiscuit went again into 
the leading position for the year. He will not be 
threatened again, as War Admiral is through for 
the season and no other horse is in a challenging 
position. 

Seabiscuit (130) turned in one of his best per- 
formances in the Riggs, though the 3-year-old 
Burning Star (114), getting 10 pounds by scale 
was getting to him at the finish. But the Hard 
Tack colt raced to a new track record, under 17

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pounds more than the previous record holder, 
Dark Hope, had carried. Seabiscuit, ridden by J. 
Pollard, was away well, but not in the first flight. 
War Minstrel (3-y-o, 110) made the early pace, 
with Infantry (110) just behind him. Chance- 
view (107) was third for a quarter-mile, then 
yielded that place to J. A. Manfuso’s Aneroid 
(119). That son of The Porter, moving fast down 
the back stretch, went to the front after a mile. 
The early pacemakers had faded by that time, and 
it was Seabiscuit which challenged. Racing clear 
on the outside, he wore Aneroid down, and was 
leading him by half-length at the eighth-pole. 
Here came a more desperate challenge by Burning 
Star, Shandon Farm's winner of the Travers and 
other stakes. He had begun more slowly than Sea- 
biscuit, had moved later. He was wearing the 
handicap champion down during the closing yards, 
but the furlongs ran out, and Seabiscuit beat him 
by a neck. Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ *Caballero II 
(116), which had been in good position through- 
out, had been passed by both of the leaders, 
finished third, three-fourths of a length behind 
Burning Star. Aneroid, faltering in the last fur- 
long, was fourth, a half-length farther back. In 
order followed the Lawrence Realization winner 


Unfailing (3-y-o, 109), Firethorn (120), War

Money winning, like mountain climbing, gets 
harder at high altitudes. The $10,025 which Sea- 
biscuit won took him past but one more horse on 
the list of American money winners. This was 
Crusader, which had formerly occupied sixteenth 
place. In all Seabiscuit has started 72 times, won 
25 races (including a dead heat), finished second 
nine times, third 11 times, and has earned $208,- 
585. His record for this year is 14 starts, 11 wins, 
one second, one third, earnings of $167,080. (War 
Admiral earned $166,500 this year.) Pedigree par-

PIMLICO FUTURITY 


At Belmont Park this fall the Milky Way 
luck ran out, with the death of Sky Larking, the 
defeat and later the injury of Tiger. To the top 
swung the fortunes of the Hal Price Headley 
stable, with Menow and Bourbon King account- 
ing for the Futurity, Champagne Stakes, Remsen 
Handicap. But at Pimlico’s current meeting it 
was the Headley stable which got the rougher 
side of fortune, the W. S. Kilmer 2-year-olds 
which swept into command. 

When Sun Alexandria and Nedayr accounted 
for two of the good fall stakes in Maryland, they 
did not have Menow to contend with, were given 
little chance against him for the Pimlico Fu- 
turity ($15,000 added, 2-year-olds, 1-16 miles), 
run on November 6. But a day before the race 
it was announced that Menow would not start. 


During the previous week the *Pharamond II 
colt had grabbed his right fore ankle in a work- 
out. and the injury did not heal satisfactorily. 


So the Headley stable was thrown back on 
Bourbon King (122) and Dah He (122). The 
latter had actually been turned out at Beau- 
mont Farm, Lexington, after the Kentucky 


Jockey Club Stakes. He was taken up, worked 
on Wednesday, galloped Thursday, shipped Thurs- 
day night to Pimlico. When the start of the 
Pimlico Futurity came Dah He stumbled, threw 
Eddie Arcaro off balance. That rider, who won 
last year’s Pimlico Futurity on Privileged only 
to be disqualified, clung to the horse a few 
strides, then fell to the track. Bourbon King, 
caught in close quarters going to the first turn, 
rushed into contention thereafter, but had had 
too much taken out of him and fell back again. 

Meanwhile, winging along in front without a 
serious challenge, went Nedayr (122). After a 
quarter-mile he led by a length and a half. A 
furlong from the finish he had increased his 
margin to three lengths. He won by two lengths 
with something left. Mrs. Edward Friendly’s 
stout *Jacopo filly Jacola (119), the challenger

Strong favorite was Greentree 
Stable’s Jungle King (143), a winner of four 
steeplechase stakes previously this year. Jockey 
H. Little was content to wait with the *St. 
Germans gelding for almost two miles, while 
Raymond Guest’s Swimalong (142) was setting 
the pace. As the leader tired, at about the 
thirteenth fence, Jungle King moved up. Moving 
ahead of him was Gary Black’s Little Marty 
(148), a 10-year-old Lucky Hour gelding which 
had stepped out of his class, having raced all 
season with claiming tags of from $1,500 to 
$2,500 on him. Over the last fence came Little 
Marty and Jungle King together, and the former 
plater just lasted to win by a nose. But through 
the last quarter-mile he had been bearing out 
steadily, carrying Jungle King with him, and 
Pimlico stewards ordered him disqualified. So 
Jungle King received the victory, finishing 12 
lengths in front of F. Ambrose Clark’s *Cadeau 
II (146), with Montpelier’s El Dorador (149) 
third, two and a half lengths away.

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BAY MEADOWS 

ITH racing in the East virtually ended, 

interest now turns to California, where the 
regular season starts considerably in advance of 
that in Florida. The San Mateo track opened 
October 9, will close next Saturday, November 
13, having omitted racing on November 4 in 
order that closing day might fall on Saturday. 
Stakes values for the meeting have been gener- 
ally rather small, though three $5,000 added 
events were run, and a $10,000 added handicap is 
yet to come. Most of the others were of the 
$1,500 added variety; a few of these failed to 
fill. 

As yet few Eastern horses have appeared on 
the Coast, and stakes there have not engaged 
horses of exceptionally high calibre. But Star 
Shadow, King Saxon, Sarada, Marynell, and other 
horses which have been stakes winners in the 
East are there, and others may be expected in 
the next few weeks. Bay Meadows has also 
had its share of Argentine invaders, and *Cas- 
cabelito, bred in that country, has won one of 
the major stakes. Best development of the meet- 
ing thus far is the juvenile High Strike, by 
Xenofol, and owned by H. L. (Bing) Crosby. 
High Strike, now a winner of five successive 
races, is apparently able to cope with any Cali- 
fornia-bred of his year. 

Four stakes remain to be run during closing 
week. Most important of these is the World’s 
Fair Handicap, with $10,000 added, at 14 miles. 
*Cascabelito, *Sargazo, Sally’s Booter, Sobriety, 
Star Shadow, Don Roberto, Marynell, King 
Saxon, Waterspiash, Grey Count, and Count 
Atlas are the nominations. 

But if the horses at Bay Meadows this season 
are perhaps less capable than those which raced 
there last fall, the betting is considerably higher. 
The fall meeting of 1936 at Bay Meadows had a 
pari-mutuel average of about $170,000 daily. 
Only fragmentary reports of this season’s betting 
are yet available, but these are $277,086 (a Satur- 
day), $203,267 (a Tuesday), and $178,293 (a 
Wednesday), so the general average for the 
meeting should be much higher this year. 


HIGH STRIKE’S FOURTH 

Last season friends of Radio Crooner H. L. 
(Bing) Crosby frequently japed over the radio 
about the class of his horses. This season Mr. 
Crosby will have some defense, for his 2-year-old 
Xenofol gelding High Strike has taken five suc- 
cessive races, four of them stakes.

caps and sire), Stargowan (Expectation Stakes), 
John Smulski (Junior Handicap, Hotel Gayoso 
Stakes). Fair Fame was grandam of the stakes 
winner McKee, third dam of the stakes winner 
and sire Bud Lerner, the stakes winner Young 
Martin, fourth dam of the stakes winner Lucky 
Tom. 


WIRE BETTING 

Since it has been ruled that betting by tele- 
graph is legal in California, a number of agencies 
have sprung up, taking bets for transmission to 
the tracks, charging a commission for so doing. 
Some of these, apparently, are merely handbooks, 
who use the “betting agency” as a label, send 
to the track only the normal “comeback money.” 
Others are content to take the commission. On 
November 1, State Attorney General U. S. Webb 
gave an opinion that the betting agencies were 
within the law, so long as they confined their 
activities to tracks in California, actually sent 
the money to the tracks. 

But the law permitting telegraph wagers does 
not obligate the tracks to provide means for 
receiving them. Manager William P. Kyne, of 
Bay Meadows, said that neither telegraph wires 
or telephones connecting which betting agencies 
would be permitted on his track. Officials of 
Santa Anita Park announced more fully their 
opposition to what is, in effect, bookmaking 
with a percentage made certain. Said Manager 
Charles H. Strub: 


The Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc., wishes to make 
clear to the public its policy and position in regard to 
wire betting. 

Transmission of wagers to Santa Anita Park by any 
method or means will not be permitted. Facilities for 
such service will not be allowed to be installed at 
Santa Anita Park. Every effort will be made to pre- 
vent attempts of establishing agencies outside the gates 
to run wagers into the park. 

Wagering on the Santa Anita races will be restricted 
to those who can afford in time and funds to visit the 
track and participate in the sport. 

The Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc., believes that racing 
ceases to be a sport when people sit in rooms to hear 
and bet on results, or place their wagers with estab- 
lished outside agencies. It then becomes out-and-out 
gambling without any idea of sport. ... 

Under the circumstances, the Los Angeles Turf Club, 
Inc., feels it must assume the responsibility, with the 
supervision of the California Horse Racing Board, to 
adopt every possible safeguard to protect the public 
against abuses sometimes attendant on the sport of 
racing. 

It would seem illogical to permit individuals and 
organizations to conduct pool rooms and wire trans- 
mittal stores or to participate in any phase of a sport 
to which they contribute no financial or personal pro- 
motion and have no responsibilities or adequate means 
of supervision for their conduct. 


CARROLL SUSPENSION REVERSED 

Last winter, during the racing at Santa Anita 
Park, Trainer E. L. Fitzgerald, in the employ of 
Norman W. Church, was suspended in connection 
with a report on a saliva specimen taken from 
Proclivity. Later, when it developed that Mr. 
Fitzgerald had been ill, had not been at the stables, 
and that Assistant Trainer William Carroll was 
in direct charge, the suspension of Trainer Fitz- 
gerald was lifted, and Assistant Trainer Carroll 
was suspended. Mr. Church took the case to the 
California Horse Racing Board, later to the courts, 
and was partly responsible for one investigation 
by the California Legislature. On November 9 
THE BLOOD-HORSE received a telegram from Mr. 
Church stating that the Superior Court had found 
Trainer Carroll guiltless, had issued a writ of 
mandate demanding the Horse Racing Board re- 
voke the suspension and reinstate him immedi- 
ately.

NEW YORK 


UNITED HUNTS MEETING 

OVEMBER 2 was the date of the one-day 

meeting held at Belmont Park by the United 
Hunts Racing Association, which got clear 
weather and a fast track for the occasion. First 
race, a claiming affair on the flat, went to the 
8-year-old Midway gelding Hoops, a Kentucky 
Derby prospect back in 1932. The next event 
was the Cherry Malotte Steeplechase, an over- 
night race with a purse of $1,000. It was won 
by Groton Stable’s Santi Quaranti (145), a *Swift 
and Sure gelding bred by Mereworth Stud. 
Stubbs, a sprinting son of *Sir Gallahad III, 
racing for Townsend B. Martin won a seven- 
furlong handicap and Mr. Martin made it a 
double two races later, when the 2-year-old 
Galapas, also by *Sir Gallahad III, won the six- 
furlong 2-year-old event. Jungle King took the 
stakes event, an account of which appears be- 
low, and the only remaining race, a 115-mile 
event over the flat, went to B. Warren’s *Misrule, 
an English-bred son of Abbots Trace. Toolbox, 
one of the most successful hunt racers of the 
season, was second. The racing was very form- 
ful, with favorites winning four of the six events, 
a 214-to-1 choice beating the 11-to-5 favorite in 
another. 


JUNGLE KING WINS 

Greentree Stable, quite successful in the steeple- 
chase field this season, took the last jumping 
event of the New York season November 2, at 


the one-day United Hunts meeting at Belmont 
Park. This was the Temple Gwathmey Memorial 
Steeplechase Handicap ($2,500 added, 4-year-olds 
and up, about 2!. miles). Greentree sent out 
Jungle King (147) and Galsac (150), both win- 
ners of steeplechase stakes earlier in the season, 
and the entry was made a slight favorite over 
F. Ambrose Clark’s *Cadeau II (147), recent win- 
ner of the Chevy Chase Steeplechase. 

During the greater part of the race, the pace 
was made by Raymond Guest’s Swimalong (142), 
which got away at high speed and built up a 
four-length lead. But Swimalong was losing 
ground on the turns, and he landed badly over 
the ninth fence. Here *Cadeau II and Jungle 
King caught up with him. Swimalong held to a 
very slight lead until the field was well along on 
the last circuit of the course. Then Jockey H. 
Little moved Jungle King up with a rush, went 
out to lead by four lengths over the last fence. 
Running easily, he came to the finish a length 
and a half in front of *Cadeau II. Galsac, moving 
up as Swimalong tired, took third place, three 
lengths behind the Clark horse, two lengths in 
front of Swimalong. National Anthem (104), 
jumping well but unable to keep up, completed 
the field. Time, 4:474%5, track fast. Stakes divi- 
sion, $1,680, $500, $300, $200. 

On November 8, Jungle King won again at 
Pimlico.

\WHICHONE GOES TO CASTLETON 


T was announced last week that the stallion 

Whichone, which has been in service since 1931 

t the C. V. Whitney farm, had been leased for 

e 1938 season to Samuel M. Look, and will be 
moved soon to Castleton, about six miles from 
Lexington. He will stand at a fee of $500, with 
return. During Mr. Look’s absence for a large 
part of the winter, Whichone’s book will be 
handled by Thomas B. Cromwell, Lexington. 
About a dozen mares, including a number owned 
by Mr. Look, are already booked to him. 

Whichone, now 10 years old, is a son of *Chicle 
out of the Broomstick mare, Flying Witch, and is 
sister to the Futurity winner and producer Mother 
Goose. He won a total of $192,705 at two and 
three, including Futurity, Saratoga Special, Cham- 
pagne, Withers, Whitney, Miller Stakes, and 
Saranac Handicap. He has sent four crops of foals 
to the races, including the stakes winners Today, 
Piccolo, Bow and Arrow, Black Look, Handcuff, 
and Bourbon King, and has 12 2-year-old winners 
this season. He stands just over 16 hands, weighs 
about 1,250 pounds. 

Castleton, now primarily a Standardbred nur- 
sery, is the farm formerly owned by James R. 
Keene, who led American owners from 1905-1908 
inclusive. Domino stood there, and such horses 
as Ballot, Sysonby, Peter Pan, Commando, Colin, 
Pennant, Disguise, and others were bred there. 
Still in Mr. Look’s employ are men who worked 
for Mr. Keene when Castleton was turning out 
some of the greatest horses of their time. 


AKNUSTI MARES TO MEREWORTH 


Eight mares from Robert L. Gerry’s Aknusti 
Stud, Delhi, N. Y., reached Mereworth Farm No- 
vember 3, to foal there next spring and be bred 
to stallions standing at that establishment.

the announcement was made that, owing to a 
change in the Greenwich Stud plans, and Mr. 
Miller’s probable absence this winter, Adolphe 
Pons will take full charge of the bookings for 
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the stallions Ariel and Infinite, and it has been 
arranged to stand both horses at the Mereworth 
Farm for the season of 1938. 


STALLION SHOW AT PIMLICO

WINNER TAKE HALF 


Six Americans, including a peanut vendor, re- 
ceived prizes of $150,000 through the Irish 
Sweepstakes as a result of Punch’s victory in 
the Cesarewitch Stakes at Newmarket, October 
27. Americans won a total of $1,800,000 on the 
sweep, into which they put approximately 
$3,829,890. 

In Los Angeles, on October 29, two men 
pleaded guilty to charges of violating state 
lottery laws. One paid a fine of $200. The other, 
unable to pay a fine of $500, will spend 250 days 
in jail. The tickets they sold were counterfeit, 
but this fact does not constitute an additional 
offense, as the sale of lottery tickets, genuine or 
not, is illegal. 

American lottery clients face, first, the risk 
that the tickets they buy are counterfeit; second, 
the risk that even genuine tickets may be sold 
by persons who do not send the stubs to Ireland, 
but retain money for tickets sold; third, the ex- 
treme probability that in the aggregate they get 
out approximately half of what they put in; 
fourth, the certainty that the income tax de- 
partment takes a generous slice of what they do 
receive. But it is all very nice for the Irish 
hospitals.

FOREIGN 
MELBOURNE CUP 
CROWD of 107,000 went to the Caulfield rac: 
course at Melbourne last Tuesday, Novemhe: 
2, to see the running of the Melbourne Cup, the 
two-mile handicap which is Australia’s greates 
horse race. They wagered a record totalizato 
total of £35,471 (about $140,465) on the race, and 
made Sir Regent, Hua, and The Trump the betting 
choices, each closing at about 11 to 2. 

Sir Regent refused to leave the barrier until the 
field had gone about a sixteenth of a mile, and 
Hua appeared to lose his chance by running wide. 
But The Trump came out of the pack in the last 
hundred yards and won by half a length from the 
outsider Willie Win, which had only a head ad- 
vantage over the good Sarcherie. The time fo: 
the two miles over a very fast track was 3:211). 

The Trump, a comparatively obscure horse a 
few months ago, is a 5-year-old bay gelding by 
Manfred, a great race horse a decade ago in 
Australia, and out of Koanie. Manfred was sired 
by Vaiais, an English-bred son of Cicero, and was 
out of Otford, a daughter of Tressady, son of 
Persimmon. The Melbourne Cup, which carried 
first money amounting to about £10,000 (about 
$39,000), was the sixth consecutive victory for 
The Trump. The winner's backing resulted largely 
from his victory in the 1!,-mile Caulfield Cup on 
October 10, in which he carried 108 pounds. He 
was handicapped for the Melbourne Cup at 107 
pounds, but his Caulfield Cup win caused him to 
pick up a 10-pound penalty for the longer race. 


DEWHURST STAKES 

Joseph E. Widener’s Unbreakable, American- 
bred son of *Sickle, was not started for the Dew- 
hurst Stakes, last of the season’s important tests 
for 2-year-olds in England, run recently at New- 
market. The favorite was Sir Abe Bailey’s Ram- 
tapa, but the son of Rustom Pasha appeared a bit 
off form and finished third in a field of seven. The 
winner was D. S. Kennedy’s Manorite, which 
finished a head in front of Prince Aly Khan's 
Phenicien II, a colt by Pharos, to earn first money 
amounting to £1,845. 

Manorite, bred by Lord Howard de Walden and 
bought as a yearling for 640 guineas by his 
present owner, is a bay colt by Manna out of 
Wedding Favour, by Son-in-Law, second dam Red 
Rosette, by Stedfast, third dam Syndicalism, by 
Zinfandel. 


SANGUINETTO

seil Municipal, one of the richest races of the fall 
season on the French Turf, was Jean Stern’s San- 
guinetto, which carried top weight of 131 pounds 
to victory and won by three-quarters of a length 
from Baron Edouard de Rothschild’s Tonnelle. 
Sanguinetto, since the retirement of Corrida, prob- 
ably ranks as the outstanding horse in training in 
France. He has won five of his seven races this 
year, including some of the most important stakes.

NEW APPROACH TO ENCEPHALOMYELITIS 

Speaking before the American Institute of 
Physics at the University of Pennsylvania, Phila- 
delphia, last week, Dr. Wendell M. Stanley, of 
the Rockfeller Institute for Medical Research, re- 
ported the isolation of the virus responsible for 
encephalomyelitis in horses. Other workers at the 
Rockefeller Institute, he said, have demonstrated 
that the virus is not a living bacterium of sub- 
miscroscopic size, but a giant molecule like other 
protein molecules except that it has the ability to 
reproduce itself in the presence of living matter. 

Dr. Stanley has been a pioneer in research which 
has developed this particular explanation for cer- 
tain types of disease, including tobacco mosaic. 
The knowledge of the chemical process by which 
the giant protein molecules are multiplied is not 
yet available to scientists, Dr. Stanley said, but 
experiments have demonstrated that such a pro- 
cess does take place.

Total handle for the 
meeting will be well over $12,000,000.

HOLLYWOOD JOCKEY CLUB DATES 

FTER the Florida State Racing Commission 

had refused dates to the Hollywood Jockey 
Club, an organization which plans the building 
of a new track just over the Dade County line, 
near Miami, Fla., officers of the association took 
the matter to the State Supreme Court. On 
November 4 the court ordered the commission 
to meet forthwith and grant the dates which the 
track wants, February 3 through March 26. 
Joseph M. Smoot, promoter and president of the 
club, said he did not think the track could be 
ready to open on February 3, but that a short 
meeting would probably be held. If so, the meet- 
ing will conflict with the end of Hialeah Park 
meeting, which ends March 5, and the first part 
of the second Tropical Park meeting, which opens 
March 7. 


TROPICAL PARK 

On December 20 Tropical Park will open the 
Florida racing season with a 20-day meeting, 
will have a 30-day meeting later in the spring, 
opening March 7, running through April 9, which 
will be the latest that racing has been conducted 
in Florida. Chief improvement announced for 
this season is the building of a new grandstand 
which will seat 3,000 persons, and a new en- 
closure which will accommodate 5,000. Purses, 
presumably, will remain at last year's level.

MASSACHUSETTS 


BETTING FIGURES 
PPROXIMATELY $50,000,000 was wagere.i on 
horse and dog tracks in Massachusetts during 
1937, according to figures released recently by the 
State Racing Commission. Approximately ha/f of 
this was bet on horses at Suffolk Downs and Aga- 
wam Park. Suffolk Downs’ betting total was 
$20,863,024, a drop of about $637,000 from the 
1936 figures, despite the fact that the track had 
one more day of racing. Little Agawam Park, 
however, showed a gain of $140,000 over the 1936 
betting, had one day of racing less than in 1936, 
Four of the five dog tracks showed gains; the 
other was running almost exactly to its 1936 
figures. Highest betting total on dogs was at the 
Bay State track, which had betting of $6,612,054. 
Chairman Charles F. Connors estimated that 
the State would receive approximately $2,000,000 
in taxes this year, after expenses of about $200,- 
000 for the racing commission are deducted. In 
1936 the State tax was $2,036,586. The tax repre- 
sents 3}. per cent of the pari-mutuel turnover 
plus 50 per cent of the breakage.

his race there was little question of the outcome. 
Bui when Cavaleade didn’t run his best, High 
Qucst beat him. Omaha didn’t get going in the 
Withers; Rosemont won. Twenty Grand was 
beaten twice in his best year; Reigh Count tired 
and ran last in the Travers, though he won every 
other start at three. Like all the others, War 
Admiral had a comparatively poor race ‘in him,” 
but he was so much better than his opposition 
that he won anyway. Admittedly he wasn’t run- 
ning against such as High Quest, or Rosemont, 
or Mate, or Petee-Wrack, or Victorian. On the 
other hand, the top 3-year-olds I have named 
weren't giving away such weight as War Admiral 
gave to the Pimlico Special field. Admittedly, 
also, he was lucky, but his margin was a length 
and a half. And while the subject of the “badness” 
of this last race is up, it might be mentioned that 
War Admiral missed, by four-fifths of a second, 
the track record which was set by the older Dark 
Hope, under 15 pounds less than War Admiral 
carried. It takes a pretty good horse do that; it 
takes a superlatively good horse to do it and at 
the same time run his worst race of the year. 

Add notes on Jockey Weights: If Kurtsinger 
had been on Masked General and the less ex- 
perienced Eccard on War Admiral, it might all 
have been different. But the change couldn’t have 
been made, for Kurtsinger could not make, by 
six or seven pounds, the weight assigned to Masked 
General. 


Records and Prospects 


N 1912, when there was virtually no racing in 

New York, and when a sweep of the Ken- 
tucky Derby and the Preakness would have 
netted $6,300, the 4-year-old Star Charter led 
the list of money-winning horses with a total of 
$14,655, the lowest amount that has placed a 
horse at the top during the present century. 
In 1915, when none of the present classic races 


were worth as much as $17,000 to the winner 
(Derby, $11,450; Travers, $2,150; Preakness, 


$1,275; Belmont Stakes, $1,825; Futurity, $16,590; 
Hopeful Stakes, $9,150), the 7-year-old Borrow 
led the list of money winners with $20,195. In 
both years racing was more or less on the rocks, 
this period being the lowest ebb of many years. 
With the exception of these two years, the 
1937 season is the first since 1900 (and I have 
no available figures for earlier years) that the 
leading money-winning horse has not been a 2- 
or 5-year-old. Seabiscuit, then, is the first horse 
of the century in the handicap division to lead the 
winning list in a year when racing was normal. 
Furthermore, the $167,080 he has earned this 
year is the greatest amount any handicap horse 
has won in a single season. Again my figures go 
back only to 1900, but since purses were gener- 
ally lower in earlier years, I should guess that 
Seabiscuit’s record was never surpassed in 
America. Not even such great racers as Equi- 
poise, Sun Beau, Discovery, or Exterminator got 
as much in any one season. Indeed, only five 
horses since 1900, of any age, have earned as 
much in a year’s racing. These are Gallant Fox 
($308,275), Zev ($272,008), Top Flight ($219,000), 
Twenty Grand ($218,545), and Mate ($214,775). 
So when Seabiscuit came down, in new track 
record time, at Pimlico last Friday, he was set- 
ting what is probably a new American record 
for one-season earnings by a horse four years 
old or up. It is true that a horse is not to be 
measured wholly in terms of money won. Many

great horse, basing this largely on the fact that 
his opposition has not been of really high calibre. 
But as the American Racing Manual remarks in 
its introduction to the list of money winning 
horses, “greatness, in whatever way achieved, 
evokes admiration.” 

Seabiscuit’s owner and trainer are reported 
to be studying the weights for the Bowie Handi- 
cap ($10,000 added) on November 11. Should the 
Hard Tack colt win that race, he would move 
two places forward on the all-time list of Ameri- 
can winners, to fourteenth place, just behind 
Sarazen. Should his great objective, the Santa 
Anita Handicap, be attained, he would move into 
fourth place, just behind Zev. Should he stay 
sound, he might have the ghost of a chance to 
get at Sun Beau's world record of $376,744. 
Should he have as many pounds on him as there 
are “ifs’’ in this program, he couldn’t win for 
$200 at Shreveport. 


Last *Ksars 


KE death, this summer, of *Ksar, at Montana 

Hall, Virginia, was a very considerable loss 
to American bloodstock. Coming from a line 
which has produced French Derby winners in 
about the proportion that the Fair Play line has 
produced winners of the Belmont Stakes, and a 
grand winner himself, *Ksar was a proved sire 
before he was imported. The staying blood he 
carried was very much what pedigree students 
order for American lines, weakened by continued 
sprinting. I saw two suckling fillies by *Ksar 
last summer, at Kenneth N. Gilpin’s Kentmere 
Farm, in Virginia. One was ailing at the time 


and hardly looked her best, the other was a fine 
straight filly, excellently made. 

Stallions in Virginia do not get a great maiy 
Kentucky mares, so I was very much pleased 
when I learned that Dixiana had sent two mares 
to *“Ksar last spring. One is Constant Wife 
(*Chicle-—Penelope, by Sweep), a stakes winner 
of 1933, which has had no foals old enough to 
race. The other is Mata Hari (Peter Hastings 
War Woman, by Man o’ War), one of the best 
fillies of recent years. Constant Wife is definitely 
in foal to the son of Bruleur; Mata Hari, as 
several starters can testify, is of a highly excit- 
able dispositicn, cannot be examined, but men at 
the farm believe her to be in foal. 


NEW JERSEY PROSPECTS 

A legislative perennial is the proposal to legal- 
ize pari-mutuel betting in New Jersey, which has 
for some years had a racing commission, no 
racing.

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FRANK KEOGH - - - 


RANK KEOGH had his training in the old 

school, and the hard school—but the school 
which turned out real race riders, and real men. 
Fame and fortune did not drop into his lap, for 
ne worked hard to attain the heights he has 
reached. When Frank was making a name for 
himself things were not made so easy as now- 


adays. A rider could not skyrocket to fame over- 
night. His training had to begin on the ground 
floor. He had to walk horses, rub them, care for 


them, cool them out, put on bandages, etc. At 
that time it was unheard of to gallop a horse or 
two in the morning, come back and hand them 
over to the groom. There was work to be done 
from the early morning on, and all morning. A 
good rider could not pick and choose his mounts, 
and appear under colors for two or three races a 
day. In Europe Keogh has ridden as many as 15 
and 16 races an afternoon. 

Frank Keogh was born in Charleston, S. C. on 
April 2, 1888. His family were Americans for 
several generations back. It was under rather 
peculiar circumstances that he became connected 
with the Turf. About 1902 an exposition was held 
in Charleston, in conjunction with a race meeting. 
A man was taking some horses to Fort Erie, and 
Frank went along. Upon arriving there they dis- 
covered the horses were outlawed. Frank did not 
want to return to Charleston, so he drifted through 
Ohio, going to different half-mile tracks, and 
doing the best he could. Arriving at Wheeling, 
W. Va., he found himself at loose ends and joined 
up with Thomas Cheek (who died in 1929 at the 
reputed age of 104). Subsequently he worked a 
while for Jay Cook in Marion, Ind., and it was

soon after this that he became associated with 
his first real stable, going to work for Joe Pough, 
chief of police of Covington, Ky. John Hall at the 
time was trainer for him. It was about 1903 that 
Frank entered the employ of Johnnie Walters, 
who was then trainer for William Hendrie. He 
later went to California with Charles Casey, who 
had charge of the string owned by the Raineys. 
Casey was planning to ship East in April of 1906, 
the year of the earthquake. 


FIRST MOUNT A WINNER 

Frank at this time had an opportunity to go to 
Seattle and ride some horses. He had gained 
invaluable experience galloping and learning the 
care and training of the Thoroughbred, but he 
had never ridden a race. However, in Seattle a 
disappointment was in store for him—he found 
another rider had already been selected. Frank 
was pretty discouraged and had just about made 
up his mind to give up and go home. One morn- 
ing while he was perched on the fence, Capt. R. R. 
Rice, of Arkansas, came up and asked him to 
accept a mount the following day. Frank ac- 
cepted and it was then that an illustrious riding 
career began. 


He tells an amusing story concerning this, his 
first mount. Going immediately to the barn, he 
got on the horse, only to find all the grooms were 
sniggering at him. The horse, Duellist, galloped 
quietly enough. The following day, when he 
donned colors for the race, the horse was very well 
behaved. Everyone on the race track acted as if 
a huge joke were in the air. When Duellist got on 
the track, he pinned his ears and refused to go

to the barrier. Frank only had to raise his bat 
once, and Duellist galloped quietly to the post, 
broke on top, and cantered home an easy Winner 
at about 10 to 1. His rider later found thet the 
horse was a notorious bad actor. He would bolt, 
run off, and in short do anything he coula. On 
one occasion he had jumped into the betting ring 
with Monk Coburn, one of the hardiest riders of 
the time. Not only did Keogh break his maiden 
first time out, but after this he went on to win 
seven straight races astride Duellist, and only 
missed heading the list for that meeting by a 
hair’s breadth. 

Later in 1906 he went to Los Angeles, and dur- 
ing 1906, 1907, 1908, and 1909 he rode up and 
down the Coast, with good success. It was in the 
spring of 1910 that Keogh made his first appear- 
ance racing in the East. He had accompanied 
W. G. Yanke, who at the time owned quite a 
stable. In his string was a little mare called 
Round the World, which tasted defeat only once 
that season, when she was beaten by James R. 
Keene’s Iron Mask. 

A MUCH-BROKEN LEG 

That fall at Latonia Frank suffered a bad fall 
and a broken leg, when he was crowded into the 
fence during a race. While still on crutches he 
went down to El Paso with Yanke, and soon as 
he was able he again sported silks. But another 
accident brought another bad fall, and once again 
his leg was broken. This was about the fourth 
or fifth time that the same leg had been broken, 
and the doctors wanted to amputate. However, 
the rider decided to take a long chance to save 
it. He went back to San Francisco to see a doc- 
tor who had formerly taken care of him. Although 
he arrived there with just three dollars in his 
pocket, the chance had been worth it, the leg was 
saved. 

The prospect of breaking a leg every few 
months might have been expected to discourage 
even Frank Keogh, but it didn’t. He continued on 
out to Vancouver, where he made a connection 
with one of the leading jewelers of that city, who 
had a string of horses he was shipping to Mexico 
City. Frank went along, and soon after his ar- 
rival finished second in the Mexican Derby. The 
owner of the winner asked him to stay on in the 
capacity of rider and trainer. Keogh accepted 
the position, and remained there all through 
the revolution until 1914. When the order was 
issued for Americans to leave the country he had 
to pull out on a second’s notice, or not leave at 
all. It was then a matter of life and death. With 
what clothes he wore, he caught a Ward Line boat, 
which was escorted out of the harbor by four 
battleships. 

Upon arriving in Lexington in the spring of 
1914 he secured a position with J. S. Ward, and 
it was with him, he says, that he spent three of 
the happiest years of his life. Not only was he 
most successful with his mounts, but he adds that 
Mr. Ward was one of the kindest and most con- 
siderate men he has ever met. 


VICTORIES IN THE EAST 


For years he had wished to ride on the major 
tracks in the East, and the opportunity pre- 
sented itself in 1916, when he was offered a posi- 
tion with Joseph E. Widener. Tom Welsh was 
conditioning the Widener string. Keogh rode for 
two years in the red and white striped silks. Dur- 
ing this time he became known as one of the 
foremost riders of the American Turf. He was 
astride such horses as *Chicle, Naturalist, and

FRANK KEOGH has had one of the longest and 
most colorful careers among American riders. In 
the accompanying story he takes issue with the 
record books which show that he rode John P. 
Griev to victory in the Queens County Handicap 
of 1921. Keogh says he never rode John P. Grier 
in any race. 


“Trompe la Mort. But the best Thoroughbred to 
carry the Widener silks at this time, was Natural- 
ist, Keogh thinks. In 1916 he guided the 8-year- 
old *“Short Grass to victory in the Brookdale, 
Bowie, Queens County, and Empire City Handi- 
caps, and won the Keene Memorial Stakes with 
Ivory Black. It was in the spring of 1918 his 
connections with Widener was severed. Mr. Ward 
then offered him the mount on Escoba in the Ken- 
tucky Derby, but due to a misunderstanding he 
lost his license. Escoba finished second that year 
to Exterminator. It was two years before Frank 
again rode a race. During this time he was work- 
ing constantly, and spent a considerable part of 
the time galloping horses for John E. Madden. 
In the spring of 1920, after the misunderstanding 
had been settled, he went to work for Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson and Samuel Ross. That year 
he won the Capital Handicap on Crank, the Car- 
ter on Audacious, the Champlain on Gnome, the 
Eastern Shore on Careful, the United States Hotel 
with Nancy Lee, and aboard Step Lightly he ac- 
counted for the most coveted of all 2 year-old 
stakes, the Futurity. He remained for three years 
with Grayson and Ross, and the following season 
he rode Sir Barton in the match race with Man o’ 
War. That same year he was first past the win- 
ning post in the Champlain, King Edward Gold 
Cup, and Latonia Championship, and he was in 
the pilot house on Morvich when the latter was

to a close. He was thrown after his mount bolted 
at the start, breaking several of his ribs and 


puncturing his lung. His condition was so serious 
that Admiral Grayson came on to see him, and 
his case Was regarded as almost hopeless. But 
again he recovered and when the doctors dis- 
charged him he lost no time in returning to the 
saddle, and rode right back to his old form again. 


DENIES RIDING JOUN P. GRIER 


Although it is down in the records (including 
the Rucing Calendar) that it was Frank Keogh 
in the saddle in the Queens County Handicap of 
1921, when John P. Grier came first past the 
judges’ stand in new track record time, Frank 
says that he never had the leg up on John P. 
Grier, either then, or at any other time. No rider 
is apt to forget winning a stakes on such a noted 
horse as John P. Grier, so it seems likely the rec- 
ords may need correcting. 

During 1920, 1921, and 1922, when Frank was 
riding for Grayson and Ross, he never missed a 
day on the road. He was, he says, forced to re- 
duce excessively, for he naturally weighed around 
135, and was riding at 106. This is a fact worthy 
of note, for the riders are few and far between 
who would not lose heart when confronted with 
such overwhelming odds against them. 

In 1922, astride Nedna, he accounted for the 
Alabama Stakes, and in the fall he guided Cap- 
tain Alcock to victory in the Bowie Handicap. 

It was in the fall of 1923 that Frank received 
an offer from Mr. Widener to ride for him in 
Europe. He accepted and went to France, making 
that country his home for the next six years. 
During this time he rode in several European 
countries, including Germany, Belgium, Russia, 
Spain, and others. On more than one occasion 
he bore the colors of the King of Spain to vic- 
tory, and in Roumania he rode the winner of the 
Derby. 

In August, 1924, Frank returned to America, 
and was atop Sun Flag when he took down the 
Travers Stakes. Mr. Ward obtained permission 
from Mr. Widener for Keogh to remain in the 
country long enough to ride Wise Counsellor in the 
International Special No. 1, in which his mount 
defeated *Epinard and Ladkin at Belmont Park. 

In 1927 he went with Sir Mortimer Davis, and 
astride his Fairy Legend won the Prix de Diane 
(French Oaks). In the spring of 1928 Sir Mor- 
timer Davis dropped dead from a heart attack, 
and all his horses were disposed of, with the ex- 
ception of Mary Legend, Fairy Legend's sister, 
listed in Lady Davis’ name. That year Mary 
Legend accounted for the Prix de Diane, making 
two consecutive victories on full sisters in this 
event for the well known American rider. After 
this he became affiliated with Marcel Boussac, 
riding a considerable number of winners for him. 
After leaving Boussac, he rode for James Hen- 
nessy, winning among other stakes in the latter’s 
colors the Grand Prix de Nice. For the next two 
years Frank free-lanced. He afterwards went to 
Poland, and acted in the capacity of both rider 
and trainer. There in 1934 he headed the list of 
money-winning riders. The following year, at the 
time of his departure, he was second on the list. 
After arriving in America in 1935, he trained some 
horses for his own account. In 1936 he was offered

(carrying top weight of 123 pounds and beating Purple Knight 106, Thursday 116, 
by two and one-half lengths). 

Only One ran four times, won one race at two. As a 3-year-old he was second 
to Observant in the Wilson Stakes, second to Sation in Laurel Stakes, third to 
Discovery and Chickstraw in Potomac Handicap, and third to Sation and Happy 
Go in Capital Handicap. At four, Only One was second in the Butler (to Discovery), 
Queens County (to King Saxon), and Yonkers (to Top Row) Handicaps, third in 
the Metropolitan (to King Saxon and Singing Wood), Suburban (to Head Play and 
Discovery), and Empire City (to Top Row and Vicar) Handicaps. In the same 
season Only One was fourth (to King Saxon, Singing Wood, and Sgt. Byrne) in the 
Carter Handicap. 

Orissa won the Fashion and Clover Stakes, and also has produced the winners 
Oral (at two, three, four), Rissa (at two 1937). Orissa is a sister to the winners

OPINIONS FROM EXPERIENCE 


Frank Keogh believes that the greatest horse 
he ever rode was Sysonby. Although, he says, the 
son of Melton never ran very fast he had the 
easiest way of going of any Thoroughbred he 
ever saw. “Sysonby,” he says, ‘only had to run 
for a quarter of a mile, and he had the rest of 
the ficld whipped.” He adds that the best horse 
he ever rode was the French Oaks winner Fairy 
Legend. “But,” he says, “it would be hard to 
separate her from Regret. It is impossible to com- 
pare horses racing in Europe with those in Ameri- 
ca. 

Keogh was never a whip rider, and intensely 
disliked using the bat. He says he has found that 
more often than not the whip will knock a horse 
off his stride, and that more horses are beaten by 
the use of a stick than any other way. He also 
believes that most bad post actors are caused by 
whipping a horse away from the barrier. Keogh 
is also a staunch advocate of the Australian 
starting gate. He has ridden in India, France, 
Germany, England, and numerous other countries, 
all of which employ the Australian gate, and he 
says it has always given satisfaction. The starts 
have been good, few accidents have occurred, and 
no cripples have resulted. The cause, he thinks 
of most bad ankles behind is the American method 
of starting flat-footed out of the stalls. He feels 
that if riders and horses could be educated to the 
use of the Australian barrier it would be a great 
step forward in American racing. “If,’’ he says, 
“horses could break off easily from a walk, which 
is what nature intended them to do, the pressure 
would be relieved from their hind quarters and 
fewer horses would break down.” Keogh also is 
enthusiastic about the prospect of higher weights 
for riders, as he feels that the weight question 
is one which is badly in need of being solved. 


OUR READERS WRITE 
Addenda on *Ksar 


Editor, THF Bioop-Horst: 

I am writing to suggest some additions to the obituary 
notice published in THe Broop-Horse announcing the 
death of *Ksar 

You failed to state. first. that he was the only living 
sire of four classic winners in England and France, and 
secondly, that every high-class stakes winner by him 
was bred from a mare not domiciled at the Haras de 
Jardy where he stood. This point appears to be ex- 
tremely important in estimating the true value of *Ksar 
as a stallion. He was limited to very few outside mares 
indeed and hence the good number of high-class stakes 
winners from these few outside mares was remarkable 
indeed. 

In the next place you refer to his money winnings in 
cccordance with the figure given in the American Racing 
manual. As you undoub tedly know the rule adopted by 
the English Jockey Club is not the same as the rule en- 
forced by the American acRing M: anual. The English 
Jockey Club takes the par value of the foreign exc ha inge 
in which money has been won in estimating a horse’s 
earnings in English pounds. The American rule takes 
the actual rate of exchange at time the money was won. 
The English rule appears to be more just in that very 
rarely is the value of stakes raised until some time has 
elapsed after currency has depreciated. This was true 
in the case of *Ksar. who ran chiefly in 1920 and 1921. 

I think it would be only fair for you to point out this 
fact as according to the English rule *Ksar’s winnings 
were 2 world record when made. 

I am glad to be able to report that every mare owned 
by us bred to *Ksar has proved in foal: that is 15 home 
mares were bred to him and all proved in foal. I wish 
I could say the same for the mares which were vanned 
here to be bred and immediately thereafter vanned home.
